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The Canadian Coast Guard College, located at Point Edward on the South Arm of the 
harbour at Sydney, Nova Scotia, opened its doors to the first class of officer cadets in September, 
1965. 

The college has as its purpose the training of both navigation and marine engineering 
officers of high calibre, for careers in the Canadian Coast Guard. Apart from the academic and 
nautical aspects of the four-year course, development of the qualities of leadership is stressed. 
The training is bilingual so that the cadet, whether he be of English language or French language 
background, upon completion of his training can serve efficiently in vessels anywhere in Canada. 

The subjects studied cover a wide range including, apart from those directly concerned 
with ships’ engine room or deck operations, studies in the realm of the sciences and mathematics, 
in business procedure, labour relations and other fields related to the modern marine world. As 
a result, the cadet upon graduation can look to a career, not only leading to positions of senior 
rank in the Coast Guard afloat, but eventually, if he chooses, in the many branches of the Govern- 
ment service ashore that are concerned with Canada’s non-military marine activities. 


CCGS **Vancouver’’, weather-oceanographic ship 
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Captain Gerard Brie 
DIRECTOR OF THE COLLEGE 


Captain Gerard Brie, former director of the Quebec Provincial 
Marine School at Rimouski, is the director of the Canadian Coast 
Guard College. He was appointed to this post in 1965, shortly 
before the opening of the College in September of the same year. 


Born at L’Islet, Quebec, on the south shore of the St. Law- 
rence, Captain Brie had his primary schooling in Giffard and then 
attended the Quebec Seminary where he obtained a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in 1944. He later studied civil engineering at Laval 
University before turning to a seafaring life. 


He served for a number of years as an officer aboard vessels 
of Saguenay Terminals Limited and Canada Steamship Lines. 
In 1954, he was awarded his Master’s Certificate, Foreign Going. 


In 1955, he became a teacher of mathematics at the Quebec 
Provincial Marine School at Rimouski. Four years later, he was 
appointed director of studies and, in 1961, became director of 
the school. 


CAREERS IN CANADIAN COAST GUARD 


The Canadian Coast Guard offers a lifetime career in a branch of the Public Service concerned 
with the marine responsibilities of the Department of Transport, with particular reference to safety at sea. 
Its activities include the service of marine aids to navigation of all kinds, icebreaking and the support 
of ships in the ice congested waters of our coasts and in the Arctic, the operation of ocean weather sta- 
tions and search and rescue. 

After completing his courses at the College, the graduating cadet will be appointed a junior 
officer in a Coast Guard ship. Here he will serve as an assistant watchkeeper either on deck or in the 
engineroom for a short period until he is qualified for appointment as a third officer or third engineer, 
when he will take charge of a watch. As he rises in rank and assumes greater responsibility, he will be 
given varying appointments in different kinds of ships to broaden his experience and perfect his skills in 
navigation and engineering, and to develop his qualities of leadership and management in order to fit him 
for the more senior appointments in the Coast Guard. 

As a watchkeeper the young navigation officer will be responsible for the safe navigation of the 
ship at sea and for the routine management of day-to-day activities in port. His duties will include ice- 
breaking, Arctic navigation, maintenance of buoys and beacons, landing supplies in isolated areas, rescue 
work and all the other manifold day to day duties of the Coast Guard. 

The young engineering officer as a watchkeeper will, inthe same manner, be responsible for the 
safe and efficient operation of the ship’s machinery and will gain proficiency in the operation and main- 
tenance of steam, diesel, turbo-electric and diesel-electric machinery systems developing many thousands 
of horsepower. 

Although a career in the Canadian Coast Guard is essentially sea-going, an officer may be re- 
quired to serve from time to time in one or other of a small number of shore appointments in Rescue Co- 
ordination Centres and operations rooms, and will also be in a position to compete for administrative and 
technical positions in the Public Service ashore where a sea-going background and qualifications of the 
type developed in the Canadian Coast Guard are required. 


The college administration offices are in the Bernier Building. 
The various buildings at the college are named after ships of 
the Canadian Coast Guard fleet. 
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ELENGTH-OF COURSE 


There are two courses; broadly spea- 
king, these are as follows: 

(a) a four year course for applicants who 
have completed their junior matriculation 
schooling or equivalent; 

(b) a three year course for applicants who 
have already completed at least one 
year’s training at an approved provincial 
marine school, 

New entries join the college shortly 
after Labour Day. 

The academic year is divided into four 
terms of eight weeks’ duration during the 
first two years and two terms of fourteen 
weeks’ duration during the second two years. 
Two weeks are allotted for examinations 
each year. 


ADDITIONAL SERVICE 


An applicant must be prepared to serve 
as an officer in the Canadian Coast Guard 
at sea for a period of at least three years 
following graduation from the college. 


SEA OR SHOP TIME 


All first year cadets have one month sea 
training in June, and one-summer term be- 
tween July andSeptember. Navigation cadets 
have four months sea training after the se- 
cond year and four months after the third 
year. 

Marine Engineering cadets have four 
months shop time after the second year and 


four months after the third year. 
GRADUATION 


End of college training ceremonies take 
place at the end of May.

(6) FINAL ACCEPTANCE: 


Before final appointment, each cadet 
and his parents or guardians will be re- 
quired to sign an agreement. This agree- 
ment will contain commitments on the 
part of the cadet andhis parents or guar- 
dians in consideration of the training, 
allowance, and other perquisites being 
provided by the Department of Transport, 
as outlined hereunder: 

(a) The cadet will not be withdrawn 
from the cadet training plan nor will 
he leave the Department without the 
permission of the Minister of Trans- 
port for a period of at least seven 
years after joining the Coast Guard 
as a cadet. 

(b) The cadet will adhere to the disci7 
plinary procedures, general routine 
and regulations of the Canadian 
Coast Guard College. 

(c) The cadet will be responsible for 
his own medical, surgical, and op- 
tical welfare and associated expen- 
Ses. 

(d) The cadet will provide himself with 
underwear, footwear, recreational 
and other clothing as may be required 
by and in accordance with the mini- 
mum standards of the Canadian Coast 
Guard. 

(e) The cadet will agree to serve wher- 
ever assigned or transferred as a 
cadet or ship’s officer in the Cana- 
dian Coast Guard or in any other 
governmental organization. 

(f) The Minister of Transport may dis- 
continue the employment of the cadet 
if at any time the latter, for any rea- 
son, fails to meet the standards of 
the Canadian Coast Guard. 

(g) The training allowance received 
from the Government is to be re- 
funded if the agreement is terminated 
at the cadet’s request. 


LEAVE: 
The cadets will be entitled to 20 working 
days leave yearly, 15 days of which would 
be during the summer. 
Week-end and periodical leaves will be 
granted at the discretion of the Director 
of the college. 

OBLIGATION: 
Upon joining the college, the cadet will 
have to abide by the Canadian Coast Guard 
regulations and standing orders of the col- 
lege. 

EXAMINATIONS: 
At the end of each term, examinations take 
place and cadets not obtaining sufficient 
marks may be put on probation or recom- 
mended for release. Report cards are sent 
to the parents or guardians. 


BENEFITS: 
Cadets will receive. 


(1) $75.00 per month while attending col- 
lege. 

(2) Travelling expenses from home to the 
college on first joining. 

(3) Free board and lodging which is tax- 
able at nominal rate. 

(4) Free tuition, text books, and uniform 
issue. 

(5) Return travelling expenses from the 
college to home once per year by the 
most economical route, less $25.00. 
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It is anticipated that this will normal- 
ly be provided during either the two- 
week college recess at Christmas or 
during a similar recess in the summer. 

(6) Both as cadets and as continuing em- 
ployees they will be covered by Go- 
vernment Employees Workmen’s Com- 
pensation. 

(7) Both as cadets and as continuing em- 
ployees they will be eligible to parti- 
cipate in the Public Service Superan- 
nuation Plan, the Group Surgical- 
Medical Plan of the Public Service of 
Canada, and will receive benefits as 
provided under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act. 


UNIFORM: 


The cadet will be issued the proper Cana- 
dian Coast Guard officer uniform which 
he is required to wear on college campus 
and during shore leave. 


CHURCH: 


Church attendance is optional. A Roman 
Catholic chaplain and a chaplain of Prot- 
estant faith hold services for the cadets and 
the staff living on campus every Sunday 
morning. These chaplains also visit the ca- 
dets during the week. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Mid-day sports formula has been adopted 
at the college. It is felt that physical edu- 
cation is essential to the training of future 
officers and scheduling same, when possi- 
ble, between 1:30 and 3:30 p.m. allows a 
more satisfactory division of the cadet’s 
daily activities. The aim of the college is 
not to develop sports heroes but rather to 
create a competitive spirit and an ‘‘esprit de 
corps’’ while attaining the goal of ‘‘a 
sound mind in a healthy body’’. ‘Among the 


sports available are hockey, basketball, 
volleyball, soccer, softball, swimming, 


badminton, sailing, gymnastics, judo and

has a well-equipped gymnasium and the 
physical education program is under the di- 


rection of a qualified instructor. 


FURTHER REGULATIONS 


Inspection of cadets by the college commandant (1) VISITORS: 


Visitors are welcome at the college and 
are given a tour of the premises guided 
by members of the staff or cadets. 

(2) SMOKING: 
Smoking is prohibited in the classrooms, 
laboratories, in bed or in the hallways 
of the college buildings. 

(3) MOTOR VEHICLES: 
Cadets are not permitted to keep motor 
vehicles on the campus. The use of mo- 
torcycles is forbidden. 

(4) MARRIAGE: 
There are no facilities available for 
married cadets. The extensive four-year 


course excludes the possibility of fre- 
quent leave and marriage should not be 
contemplated during this training.

CHARACTER BUILDING PROGRAM

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Officers of the Coast Guard fleet are ex- 
pected to take part in many activities apart 
from their normal professional duties. It is 
of great importance, accordingly, that cadets 
be thoroughly prepared for their role of ‘‘of- 
ficer’’ in the full sense of the word. 

The college directs its attention to the 
moulding of cadets’ characters and to pre- 
paring them to be the leaders of tomorrow. 
Cadets must develop a deep sense of re- 
sponsibility, discipline and loyalty and acqui- 
re a ‘‘team spirit’? which will help them 
work as a team towards a common goal. 

Upon arrival at the college, cadets join 
the Cartier or the Macdonald division. These 
divisions are formed with an approximately 
equal number of Navigation and Marine En- 
gineering cadets of French and English lan- 
guage. This is aimed at making cadets rea- 
lize that although they belong to a particular 
professional specialization, and come from 
different ethnic groups, they must all work 
towards a common goal. 

At the end of each quarterly term, a 
cadet’s officer-like qualities are assessed 
by his instructors under the categories of 
““leadership’’, ‘‘appearance’’, ‘‘deportment’’, 
‘courtesy’’ and ‘attitude to training’’. This 
assessment iscalculated as a percentage and 
included in the term report, along with a 
similar assessment for physical education. 
Marks for both the academic and the officer 
training programs 


compose the general 


average for promotion. These marks are 
then filed by division and contribute to de- 
velop divisional or team spirit among the 
cadets. 

In order to create a nautical atmosphere 
slanted toward life in the Canadian Coast 
Guard, buildings on the campus are named 
after ships in the service such as; ‘*Mont- 
calm’’, ‘Sir Humphrey Gilbert’’, ‘*d’Iberville’’, 
*“Labrador’’, and so on. Streets on the cam- 


pus are named after Canadian rivers. 


As in a ship, cadets are granted ‘“shore 
leave’’ and are expected to keep their ‘‘ca- 
bins’’ ship shape. Nautical terms are used 
to a certain extent about the campus and add 
to a cadet’s introduction to the sea-going 


milieu.

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GENERAL ACADEMIC CURRICULUM 


The aim of the academic curriculum is 
to combine, in a series of well-planned dis- 
ciplines, intellectual training of sufficient 
depth, breadth and quality to prepare the ca- 
det adequately for the training demands of 
his chosen profession. It is also directed 
toward ensuring his capacity for future self- 
improvement through further study. Upon 
graduation, the cadet, with a minimum of extra 
studying, should be capable of passing his 
senior matriculation examinations in French, 
English, mathematics, physics and history 


in any province.

TIME: 

The second language is being taught in 
the first year at the rate of two hours per 
day for a grand total of 700 hours over the 


four year course. 


The college expects to contribute to 
meaningful bilingualism in the Coast Guard 
fleet. The officer of the future should and 
will face the possibility of being stationed 
on vessels in any part of the country, since 
language will not be an impediment to such 
postings. 


To obtain this goal, the first two years 
of college language training are devoted to 
the actual learning of the new idiom and get- 
ting afeel and grasp of the rhythm and sound. 
During these first two years, the cadets will 
be instructed in their native language. 


The use of the new language will be 
geared to the life and training of the third 
and fourth years. French and English will 
then be used alternatively for the normal 
college routine and some subjects will be 
taught in French only, during these years. 


PHASES (TEACHING FRENCH) 


Phase one (600 hours) will consist of 
conversational French based on the method 
“Voix et Images de France’’ and speciali- 
zed professional and local language needs 
for English speaking cadets. 

Phase two(l100hours) will feature the use 
of French as the medium of instruction for 
Grade XII French of Nova Scotia Department of 
Education or alternately the Senior Matricu- 


lation French of some other selected Province. 


PHASES (TEACHING ENGLISH) 


Phases one and two will cover a basic 
oral introduction to spoken English, followed 
by advanced English language training 
through the use of an audio-visual method 
complemented by extensive use of the lan- 
guage laboratory.
